floor, but they take possession In con 
pies, each pair selecting a home site, 
not to build a nest, but merely to se­ 
cure a particular spot on the bare 
ground. 
The hen lays one egg, and only one, 
and during the tim e of Incubation the 
male bird brings her food from the 
sea or sits on the egg awhile him self 
if she w ants to go out and take a 
swim. 
The lady penguins grow so fat 
and sleek under the good care of their 
faithful mates th at they are eagerly 
hunted at the breeding season. 
The old birds are tough and fishy, 
but the tender young m atrons are to 
great demand, both for their oil and 
flesh. Even the eggs have an oily and 
fishy flavor and taste as hens' eggs 
might if cooked to paraffin.

they are altogether too short to fly 
with, though they assist him some­

TO DESTROY WEEVILS. 


Carbon Bisulphide Recommended—Cora 
Bias Should Be Fumigated at Least 
Twice— Seed Not lajured. 


College Station, 
Texas. —The 
correspondence reaching us from 
farmers of the State regarding the 
destructive work of the corn wee­ 
vils, has been unusually 
heavy 
during the past m onth. 
Tho chief 
m easure recommended was carbon 
bisulphide, or “ high life.’ 
At 
present this chemical is the best 
m eans of com bating these insects 
on account of its cheapness as well 
as the handiness with which it can 
be applied. 
A number of inqui­ 
ries have reached us with regard 
to the greatest amount of carbon 
bisulphide that can be used on corn 
without injuring the germ inating 
power of the seed. 
At the present 
tim e we have not on hand albo­ 


carbon 
bisulphide is 
sufficient 
Such a liarrel can be placed out in 
an open space w ithout danger to 
any one. 
The dangerous quality 
of this gas has been questioned. It 
is believed that some people have 
confused it with hydrocyanic acid 
gas. 
The latter is used for fum i­ 
gation purposes and where the in­ 
sects are unquestionably difficult 
to kill. 
It is made by com bining 
potassium cyanide, sulphuric acid 
and water in their proper propor­ 
tions, the resulting gas being ex ­ 
tremely poisonous. 
In the case of 
high life, however, there is less 
danger. 
A person affected by the 
gas is not in im mediate danger of 
his life, and for such as have large 
buildings to fum igate, the follw ing 
symptoms by which an overdose 
may be known are given: 
The 
first effects of the gas on a person 
are indicated by a severe headache, 
followed by dizziness and dryness 
of skin. 
W hen these sym ptom s 
are present a person should leave

Carbon 
bisulphide is approxi­ 
m ately two and one-half times the 
weight of air and can be poured 
alm ost directly from the vessel to 
the ground. 
I t should therefore 
be placed only’ on top of th e corn 
so th at it shall sink an a in this 
m anner p enetrate every crevice of 
the corn crib. 
A very im p o rtan t precaution to 
be preserved is to keep away from 
fires of an y kind, w hether it be 
lighted cigars, pipes, matches, lan ­ 
terns, glowing embers, etc. 
If carbon bisulphide is suspected 
of being 
adulterated, expose a 
sm all q u an tity of the chem ical in 
a shallow dish. 
I t should evapor­ 
ate rapidly and com pletely, leav­ 
ing no sedim ent of an y kin d in the 
vessel. 
D on’t say th a t carbon bisulphide 
will not kill the corn weevil.

DEEPLY H U M ILIA TED . 


An In cid en t W h ich S h ock ed nnd •■!*- 
print'd H im Into T#nr* — T he A d m i­ 
r a tio n , th e L oyalty and th e O ener- 
o a lty o f H U C ircle of F rien d *. 


The following Incident in the life of 
Daniel Webster was related to tho 
writer by the late Joshua Seward: 
Mr. So we rd came to Woburn from 
Boston In the early seventies and 
bought a farm, where he Hived until 
his death in I SSS. 
Ile was a native of 
the New Hampshire "Pence City,” from 
which place he came to Boston In early 
manhood and later engaged in the liv­ 
ery business off School street. Ile was 
a genial, social, active young man, and 
in a short time many of the business 
and professional men of the city were 
hts friends nnd patrons. 
Daniel Web­ 
ster, then In the fullness of his mas­ 
terly 
manhood, 
was 
his 
particular 
friend and most favored patron. 
One 
year Webster early engaged to deliver 
the Fourth of July oration in the city. 
A public procession was then an Im­ 
portant feature of the celebration, and 
the orator of the day w as the chief 
person of distinction In the parade. In 
those days there were no four wheeled 
vehicles for convenience or for pleas­ 
ure. A chaise was the proper carriage 
for gentlemen to use. 
Webster was 
popular nnd proud as popular. Ile saw 
no chaise In the city as good as he de­ 
sired to appear In on that important 
occasion, and therefore he ordered one 
to be built by the principal carriage 
maker of the city (Sargent, I think It 
was), to be ready for use on that day. 
In the morning of the Fourth he ap­ 
peared at Seward's stable offl<*e and 
requested Seward to go to the carriage 
shop and get the chaise he had ordered. 
Seward harnessed a horse and went to 
the carriage shop as directed aud told 
the proprietor he had come for Mr. 
Webster’s chaise. 
The proprietor In 
Arm and m easured tones that could 
not be misunderstood asked, “Did Mr. 
Webster send tile money to pay for the 
chaise?” 
In relating this to me Sewnrd said: 
“I was never so astonished in my life! 
I should have beeu less surprised lf he 
had raised Ills fist and knocked me 
down. I had no thought that there was 
a man living who had ever heard of 
the great Webster, tho gtxllike Daniel, 
who would or who could have denied 
him any request it was possible to 
grant 
I could only say, ‘He sent no 
money by mo.’ 
‘Then,’ said the pro­ 
prietor, ‘tell him he can have the chaise 
when he sends the money to pay for it 
aud not till then/ ” Seward said he 
was never in such a dilemma, in all his 
life. He could not go back aud tell that 
great man, whom he adored, that he 
could not have the chaise till he paid 
for it. And yet he must go back aud 
tell him something. But what could he 
tell him? Finally, after much thought 
and study It occurred to him' that he 
"had a new chaise which he would offer 
to Webster and tell him that the var­ 
nish on the one he had ordered was not 
yet hard and that It would be liable to 
Injure If taken out in the heat nnd dust 
of that public day. Webster met Sew­ 
ard ut the door when lie returned, and 
before W ebster could ask a question 
Seward was telling him the story he 
had Invented on the way home. Web­ 
ster made no reply, but accepted Sew­ 
ard’s statem ent as true and rode in his 
chaise that day. 
About a week later W ebster came 
again and said to Seward, “I think the 
varnish on th at chaise is hard now, 
aud you may go down and get It.” 
Seward said: “W ith a heavy heart I 
harnessed a horse aud w ent again to 
the shop. I knew I should not get the 
chaise, and I w as not disappointed. In 
the same m anner I was asked the same 
question us before. I could not invent 
another story th at would be credible 
and w as therefore compelled to go 
back and tell him the tru th .” W ebster 
was im patiently aw aiting Sew ard's re­ 
turn, and when in hailing distance he 
called 
to 
Sew ard: 
“W here 
is 
the 
chaise? W hat Is the trouble?” Seward 
approached him more closely and in 
tones so low th at no one could over­ 
hear him replied, “Ile told me to tell 
you th at you could have the chaise 
when you sent the money to pay for it 
and not before.” W ebster stood silent 
an instant and then with voice trem ­ 
bling with emotion exclaimed, “My 
God, Joshua, did he say th at?” nnd 
sank into a nearby chair and cried as 
would a deeply aggrieved child of six 
summers. 
It is well known that W ebster would 
incur debt, apparently w ith no thought 
that there were two parties to a con­ 
tract, a creditor and a debtor, and 
that their moral obligations were co­ 
equal. 
Consequently his creditors so 
multiplied and his indebtedness so In­ 
creased as to Interfere with his po­ 
litical plans, if not, indeed, threaten his 
political future. 
At this time his 
friends came to his aid aud, it is said, 
raised the sum of $40,000 to cancel his 
indebtedness and relieve him from tile 
further annoyance and pressure of his 
creditors. 
When we realize that $10,- 
000 w as a larger sum to raise then for 
any purpose than would be $200,000 
today we have some m easure of the 
adm iration 
and 
tile loyalty of his 
friends.—H. C. Hall in Boston Tran­ 
script.
